Here’s what they say: 

“I would suggest this town which 
was used as a dumping ground for 
post war chavs, could possibly be 
the chav capital of the world!” 

“Yes there are the usual pound 
shops etc, and dodgy burger res-

Absolute rubbish! The town was 
an overspill for London in the 1960s 
but not once have we ever met a 
chav. 

Haverhill has come a long way 


since the overspill and there’s an 
amazing community spirit that 
you’ll find in few other places in 
Cambridgeshire or Suffolk.

“I was shocked not to find Haver¬ 
hill on Chavtowns until I realised 
the entire population are chavs. It 
was my greatest misfortune to work 
there for a while. What with the 
smell of the flavours and fragrance 
factory, the lard production plant 
and the dodgy sewerage works.”

good riddance to this ex-employee 
in town. Having reported in Haver¬ 
hill for well over six months I can 
safely say I’ve never been there and 
smelt a stench of any sort.

INQUEST 


Pensioners died 
after car spun 
into van’s path

AN ELDERLY couple were killed in a cata¬ 
strophic crash on the At307 after their car 
spun out of control and into an oncoming 
vehicle. 

Reginald, 75, and Maria Towers, 71, of 
Palmers Close, Linton, died when their car 
spun across the middle of the carriageway 
and collided with a van travelling in the op¬ 
posite direction on January 9, an inquest 
was told. 

Senior Coroner for Cambridgeshire David 
Heming yesterday said that a “momentary 
lapse of concentration” had led to the traffic 
accident. 

He concluded that the pair had died from 
multiple injuries sustained in the collision. 

Mr and Mrs Towers had been travelling 
home to Linton shortly before 3pm when 
their silver Hyundai Matrix collided side on 
with a white Vauxhall Vivaro van driven by 
Craig Brindley. 

The car was being driven by Mr Towers, a 
retired painter and decorator, with Mrs Tow¬ 
ers, a retired carer, in the front passenger 
seat. 

The incident occurred on the Park Hill 
stretch of the A1307 near to the junction 
with Silver Street which has a 60 mile per 
hour speed limit. 

In a statement, Mr Brindley, an electrician, 
said he was travelling east along the A1307 
behind another vehicle when he spotted the 
Towers’ car around 30 to 40 yards ahead of 
him in the westbound lane. 

Travelling at around 40 to 50 miles per 
hour, he saw the Hyundai Matrix hit the 
southern verge of the road and turn right to 
correct its path. 

Mr Brindley said: “I saw him come off 
the verge straight towards us, side on, across 


my path. 

“I swore out loud but cannot say whether I 
had time to brake or steer in reaction before 
we impacted the side of the car. 

“The balls of my feet hurt afterwards so I 
think I must have done something. 

“There was a hell of a bang, the windscreen 
shattered and my airbag went off. My glasses 
came off and everything went everywhere.” 

Witnesses to the crash confirmed seeing 
the Hyundai spin across the carriageway 
into the path of Mr Brindley’s vehicle. 

A statement from Bryce Douglas Grant 
said: “The Hyundai came straight across the 
road into my lane at a 45 degree angle. 

“There was no way the Vauxhall driver 
could avoid the collision.” 

Paramedics were alerted to the crash at 
2.52pm and sent multiple vehicles to attend 
the scene. Mr and Mrs Towers injuries were 
so great they died at the scene. 

Reports from vehicle examiners found 
that there were no defects with either vehicle 
that could have contributed to the collision. 

A medical report also concluded that Mr 
Towers was not intoxicated at the time of the 
accident. 

PC Matthew Bill, a collision investigator, 
told the hearing that Mr Towers’s attempt to 
correct his course after hitting the verge had 
thrown his vehicle into a ‘yaw’ or spin. 

He said: “I consider this collision was the 
result of a momentary driver error.” 

Mr Heming concluded that both Reginald 
and Maria Towers died from multiple inju¬ 
ries as a result of the road traffic collision. 

Closing the hearing he offered his condo¬ 
lences to the couple’s family. He said: It’s a 
deeply tragic situation. I deal with a lot of 
accidents [with] that momentary lapse of 
concentration.”

‘Full-of-love’ rescue dog 
is jetting off to a new life 


NEW electric vehicle charging points have 
been installed in Haverhill to encourage 
local motorists to switch to the greener 
form of transport. 

West Suffolk councils have invested in 
eight charging points across the region 
to encourage drivers to use electric or 
hybrid vehicles which are better for the 
environment and cheaper to run. 

Two points have been installed at the 
Guineas car park in Newmarket, two at the 
Ehringhausen Way car park in Haverhill, 
two at Ram Meadow car park in Bury St 
Edmunds, while two existing chargers 
on level six of the Parkway multi-storey 
car park in Bury St Edmunds have been 
upgraded. 

Peter Stevens, cabinet member for 
operations at St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, said: "We are committed to 
working to try to reduce vehicle emissions 
and improving the air quality in our towns 
and with the increase in charging points 
around the UK we will both be looking at 
electric vehicles when we go to buy a new 
car." 

Cllr Stevens cited Public Health England 
figures which suggested air pollution was 
a contributory factor in one in 20 deaths 
of people aged over 30. 

He added: "Not only are electric 
vehicles just as fast as other cars, they are 
also getting easier to charge with more 
than 13,000 charge points nationally. 

"What is more, they are much cheaper 
to run with an electric vehicle generally 
costing around 3p per mile compared 
to lOp per mile for a petrol or diesel 
vehicle." 


A SHEEPDOG puppy who 
was found on the brink of 
death with matted fur, cov¬ 
ered in maggots, has had his 
life turned around as he jets 
off to Saudi Arabia with his 
new owner. 

Nine month old Dudley 
was found in his ex-owner’s 
garden tethered up with no 
shelter, food or contact with 
people - apart from when 
he was being abused. 

The poor pup had nearly 
been starved to death when 
he was rescued by Carol 
Harris from Jaybeth Animal 
sanctuary, near Haverhill. 

Dudley was starving to 
death when he was first 
brought to Jaybeth. 

Carol said: “He had been 
starved almost to death. 
When he first came here 
his collar had been on him 
since he was about 10 weeks 
old, it was almost choking 
him to death as well. 

“He couldn’t eat or drink 
because fur was matted 
around his mouth and there 
were maggots in there. 

“His muscles had wasted 
away, he could hardly stand 
at just 16 kilos - he’s now 
near 40 kilos and that’s in 
just 16 weeks.

“To look at him at the 
start you couldn’t help but 
see what a bag of bones he 
was.” 

Dudley was stripped of all 
his fur and the strangling 
collar was cut off to give 
him his freedom back and 
allow him to eat again. 

Remarkably Dudley never 
once showed any sign of 
turning on people. 

“He was one of nine pup¬ 
pies and Dudley found the 
wrong home but he never 
held it against anyone,” said 
Carol. 

She added: “He’s a lovely, 
lovely dog, loves everyone.” 

After recovering at Jay¬ 
beth Dudley met Julie 
McGrath and it was love at 
first sight for the duo. 

Julie - who had recently 
lost another dog - fell for 
Dudley and began com¬ 
ing to Jaybeth to walk him. 
Three weeks later Dudley 
moved in and the two be¬ 
came inseparable. 

Carol said: “He goes more 


or less everywhere with 
Julie. He’s never alone now, 
he’s really landed on his 
paws. 

“He’s really happy now. 
When I went over to take 
him to his new home he 
bowled straight in, knocked 
a glass of wine over and 
then licked it all up. So his 
first day there was a little 
tipsy.” 

Dudley is also set to be¬ 
come quite the jetsetter as 
he flies off to Saudi Arabia 
to keep Julie company on 
her frequent travels there. 

“Julie travels quite a lot 
to Saudi and so she’s taking 
him with. I can just see him 
on an airplane,” said Carol. 

Donations flooded into 
the animal sanctuary after a 
plea for help. 

The petition to raise mon¬ 
ey to help feed and provide 
medical treatment for ani¬ 
mals rescued and cared for 
by Jaybeth has now raised 
more than £1,200.

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The future of 
local councils 

I'M writing in reference to the story 
that some Haverhill councillors 
have concerns there may be 
fewer of them and less democratic 
representation if a new West Suffolk 
Council is created. 

They should be aware that, 
whether there is a new single 
council or not, there will be an 
independent external review of 
the ratio of councillors to electors 
that we should have, and of ward 
boundaries, before our next 
elections in 2019. This is simply 
because the last review was in 2001 
and our current wards are out of 
balance across St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

The main guiding principle of any 
review is that every council should 
have sufficient councillors to secure 
effective community leadership 
and representation. Indeed the 
review will make sure that a vote 
in Haverhill has the same weight as 
any other part of the area. 

The real question is surely what's 
really important to the residents of 
Haverhill? 

I suspect that when it comes 
down to it the people of Haverhill 
want their council tax as low as 
possible, their bins emptied, their 
roads swept, an exciting and thriving 
High Street, safe and clean parks 
and play areas, enough housing and 
decent jobs for people who grew 
up in the area to be able to stay 
and live near their families, a local 
democratic voice working on their 
behalf to right any wrongs - and of 
course they want us to be able to 
champion their cause at the highest 
levels and work with other public 
services to face national challenges 
such as improving health, housing 
and infrastructure and the much- 
needed improvements to the 
A1307. 

Haverhill has a strong voice at the 
borough council and it is my firm 
belief that, regardless of political 
persuasion, that voice will be just 
as strong, if not stronger, if, come 
2019, residents are electing their 
local representatives to a single 
council for West Suffolk. 

Indeed I hope they will also bring 
their talents and expertise to the 
wider issues facing the whole of the 
area. 

A single council should mean that 
we would have a stronger voice, but 
remain small enough to continue 
investing in and supporting local 
initiatives for our communities 
whom we serve. 

Here's just one example. In 
Haverhill, we know that GP services 
are stretched. We have already 
begun one project - Haverhill 
LifeLink, a social prescribing 
scheme which will be delivered 
by ONE Haverhill and which is 
designed to free up some of that 
GP time which will benefit our 
local families and communities. I 
would like the council to be able 
to do more of this kind of work - 
putting aside the boundaries of who 
is responsible for delivering what 
and working together with other 
partners to address the real issues 
and challenges facing our residents, 
organisations and businesses. 

At present we have one set of staff 


currently working for and across 
both St Edmundsbury and Forest 
Heath. This saves taxpayers and 
services £4 million a year. While 
this is great, there is still some 
duplication of meetings, for example 
for two sets of cabinets and scrutiny 
meetings. Quite frankly I would 
rather that our staff were using 
their time instead to deliver on the 
projects and services that make a 
real difference to our communities. 
Anything else would be a backwards 
step. 

Haverhill, which I have known 
well for most of my life, is a 
growing town and that presents 
new opportunities. Most recently, 
we initiated and prioritised the 
Haverhill town centre masterplan, 
ahead of the one in Bury St 
Edmunds, and work with the ONE 
Haverhill partnership who led this. 
Delivery will of course take time 
but is underway. St Edmundsbury 
renegotiated the lease of the 
former Co-op building in Jubilee 
Walk precisely so that this plan 
can happen and there is more 
commercially sensitive work going 
on behind the scenes to aid this 
delivery. 

In addition, and for the record, 
iven the personal comments made 
y one or two Haverhill councillors, 
during my time as leader we have 
amongst other things, invested in or 
secured funding for the following: 

•£22 million invested in the 
development of the town, including 
the cinema complex and Queen 
Street enhancement works. 


•£750,000 set up funding 
provided by the borough for the 
Haverhill Research Park. 

•£4 million of LEP funding for 
the Research Park secured by the 
council. The borough also helped 
the Research Park secure Enterprise 
Zone status to make it an even more 
attractive proposition for business 
growth. 

•£721,479.50 of Community 
Chest funding invested into projects 
that relate to strengthening families 
and communities in Haverhill. 

•£67,000 invested in community 
projects in Haverhill from councillor 
locality budgets since the scheme 
was launched in Haverhill by myself 
and the late Cllr Gordon Cox. 

•£200,000 contribution to ONE 
Haverhill towards its grant scheme. 

•£133,000 of investment from 
Suffolk County Council and The 
Department for Communities and 
Local Government secured by the 
borough for delivery of the Haverhill 
LifeLink social prescribing project. 

As a council we work with 
local partnerships to achieve on 
behalf of the town, whether that 
is via ONE Haverhill who we are 
working with as part of the town 
centre masterplan and the social 
prescribing project, or through 
investing in Community Chest and 
locality budgets to deliver in line 
with our strategic aim to strengthen 
families and communities. 

Now is the time to take a real 
look at what our future can be 
to ensure that it is best shaped to 
meet the challenges faced by our 


communities. That is why I would 

urge the people of Haverhill to get 

involved with our discussions about

HUNDREDS of pounds have been 
raised by parents in Haverhill to re¬ 
build an outdoor classroom that 
was torched by arsonists. 

The wooden gazebo knows as 
‘The Hideaway’ was used by pu¬ 
pils at Clements Primary Academy 
to get out into nature. 

Pupils were left distraught by the 
destruction of the beloved outdoor 
classroom which also served as a 
lasting memory of former head¬ 
teacher Lesley Farrow. Mrs Farrow 
died in a horse riding accident in 
2015 aged just 47. 

Emma Limpus, whose nine- 
year-old son Charlie previously 
attended Clements Primary Acad¬ 
emy started a JustGiving page with 
the aim of helping to rebuild the 
classroom. 

Emma said: “Charlie got so 
much pleasure from the forest 
school outside when he was in the 
lower years. 

“It’s also a lasting memory of the 
last headteacher who was sadly 
killed in a horse riding accident. 
The outdoor classroom was the 
last thing she commissioned and 


worked so hard for to be built for 
the children. 

“I read about the fire in the News, 
one of my friends shared it on Fa- 
cebook and I spoke to the school 
to see if they would mind and so 
far we’ve reached £475.” 

The Haverhill community has 
rallied around the crowdfunding 
with some local businesses even 
offering discounts on building 
materials. 

Emma said: “A local company 
is offering low prices for building 
materials, the community is really 
pulling together.” 

Emma is hoping to raise at least 
£1,000 towards a rebuild. 


She said: “A new building will 
cost more than that but it will be a 
great start. There’s a real commu¬ 
nity spirit. 

“A lot of people support it be¬ 
cause people’s grandchildren, chil¬ 
dren, nieces and nephews, even 
people who attended the school 
years ago have all said it’s a great 
thing to do.” 

Staff at Clements Primary Acad¬ 
emy have been overwhelmed by 
the generosity being shown by the 
community. 

A spokesman for the school 
said: “Staff, students and pupils at 
Clements Primary Academy are 
deeply heartened by the fact that 


a fundraising appeal has started 
in the wake of the fire. It further 
underlines the special place the 
school has in our community.” 

In a letter to parents the school 
revealed a new working party was 
being set up to look at building 
‘incombustible facilities’. It added: 
“May I say ‘Thank You’ and ‘Well 
Done’ for your support and gen¬ 
erosity. You are a great example to 
our children.” 

Suffolk Fire and Rescue were 
called to the fire at 23:32 on Sun¬ 
day. Suffolk Police confirmed they 
are treating the fire as arson. 

An appeal for witnesses has also 
been launched.

Concern at 


Highpoint 
staff levels 



PRISON inspectors said they 
are seriously concerned about 
low staffing levels at Highpoint 
Prison near Haverhill in an 
annual report. 

The Independent Monitoring 
Board (IMB) has released its 2016 
report on the Category C mens 
prison, located in the village of 
Stradishall in Suffolk. 

In the report, the IMB 
mentions ongoing serious 
concerns about low staffing 
levels, their impact on the daily 
regime, and the challenges 
faced to maintain a safe, decent 
and secure environment at 
Highpoint. 

Susan Feary, Board 
Development Officer, said: 
“Nationally, the prison service 
has been in crisis for some time, 
and we raised concerns about it 
in our 2015 report. 

“Being in the middle of 
nowhere in Suffolk means it 
is quite difficult to get staff 
in. During 2016, we had 43 
vacancies overall, and officers 
are very thin on the ground. 

“It is improving, but we do 
have ongoing concerns because 
when you are short of staff it 
does impact on the prisoners. 

“For instance, it can mean that 
units have to be locked down, 
and prisoners will miss gym or 
library time, won’t have as much 
access to health care or the 
opportunity to speak to officers.” 

The Board is now calling for a 
review of the arrangements for 
the handling and transportation 
of the property of prisoners who 
are transferred into or out of the 
prison. 

“We are hoping it will get better 
now and the new government 
will come up with a reform plan 
for prisons.” 

The IMB says they are also 
concerned about the availability 
and use of a synthetic 
cannabinoid known as ‘spice’,

which continues to have a 
damaging effect in the prison. 

The report says using spice 
can result in unpredictable and 
sometimes violent behaviour, 
and places further strain upon 
an already stretched workforce. 

Ms Feary continued: “Last 
year, a lot of the drug was 
coming in from various sources 
and ambulances were having to 
be called. 

“The prison service work hard 
to plug the supply, but it ends up 
getting in another way.” 

The report also raises concerns 
that some prisoners are arriving 
at Highpoint without a complete 
and up-to-date sentence plan, 
which puts increased pressure 
on the local Resettlement and 
Offender Management team, 
who help prisoners work 
towards their rehabilitation and 
resettlement plans. 

The IMB says following up 
failures within the system takes 
considerable time and causes 
much frustration for prisoners 
and staff. 

But they recognise the “very 
positive contribution” Amends 
- Pathway to Opportunity has 
made to the rehabilitative 
culture at Highpoint. 

Ms Feary explained the work 
of Amends. She said: “Amends 
is a brilliant employment 
engagement initiative, which 
offers guidance to prisoners 
during their sentence in order to 
prepare them for work once they 
are released.” 

A Prison Service spokeswoman 
said: “We are committed to 
transforming prisons into places 
of safety and reform and have 
announced a major overhaul 
of the prison system including 
2,500 extra frontline officers.”

A1307 branded as 
‘not fit for purpose’ 


THE notoriously dangerous A1307 has 
been slammed as “not fit for purpose” 
despite it only having two accident clus¬ 
ter points. 

Known as the “road of death” the 
A1307, which runs between Cambridge 
and Haverhill, is peppered with memori¬ 
als to people who have died on the route. 

Red signs along the road warn driv¬ 
ers it is a “high casualty route” and tells 
them to: “Slow Down - Take Care - Stay 
Alive”. 

At an A1307 forum meeting in Haver¬ 
hill it was revealed that the road makes 
up only two of 82 accident cluster sites 
in Cambridgeshire as a whole, according 
to figures from Cambridgeshire County 
Council. 

The Gog Magog junction with Babra- 
ham Road and the Fourwentways junc¬ 
tion at Little Abington were revealed as 
the two accident blackspots. 

Over three years, between 2013 and 
2015, the Gog Magog junction record¬ 
ed seven accidents, the Fourwentways 
junction recorded a total of six. 

The Fourwentways junction had one 
serious accident in 2013 and another in 
2014, the Gog Magog junction also re¬ 
corded one serious accident in 2013 and 
2014.

Cambridgeshire County Council’s ap¬ 
proved accident cluster sites are applied 
to junctions or along a 100 metre stretch 
of road based on accident figures from 
the most recent three calendar years. 

The road stretch or junction needs to 
have had six or more slight injury acci¬ 
dents, three or more fatal or serious ac¬ 
cidents, or five or more injury accidents 
providing one of them is fatal or serious. 

Cllr Tony Brown, who attended the fo¬ 
rum meeting, said the meeting was told 
the cause of accidents was blamed on 
drivers not looking properly when pull¬ 
ing out of junctions or overtaking and 
that driving too quickly for the road con¬ 
ditions had only been responsible for 
one accident. 

However, Paul Donno, chairman of 
Haverhill Chamber of Commerce, ques¬ 
tioned whether the identification of the 
A1307’s two cluster points reflected the 
dangers to motorists all along the road. 

“Neither of those junctions, I don’t be¬ 
lieve, have had any deaths on,” he said. 
“That road is littered with memorials 
where people have lost their lives. 


“If drivers aren’t looking properly, why 
not? Some accidents and fatalities have 
happened on other parts of the road. If 
you look at accidents and memorials 
on that road they are not at those two 
points.” 

The road is due for improvement as 
part of the Greater Cambridge Partner¬ 
ship, formally known as the City Deal, 
with £39 million earmarked to make the 
road safer. 

The partnership has yet to specify 
what the improvements will include. 

Mr Donno said: “We can all say there 
are a lot of accidents at certain points, 
the Chamber of Commerce is looking at 
the business transport point of view and 
the road is not fit for purpose. 

“Several fatalities have taken place on 
that road but they’ve not been highlight¬ 
ed, it’s completely ridiculous. There is no 
one particular spot where accidents are. 
You’ve got to have a holistic view. 

“There’s still been no clarification on 
what the £39 million will be spent on.” 

Figures obtained by the News in May 
revealed that since 2011 there had been 
52 serious and fatal crashes on the A1307 
from the junction with the A603 right 
down to the boundary with Suffolk at 
Haverhill.

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Corrie’s dad vows to expose the 
‘lies and deceit’ once son found

THE father of missing RAF gunner Cor- 
rie McKeague says he will one day ex¬ 
pose “the lies and deceit” which have 
plagued his family since his son’s disap¬ 
pearance. 

Martin McKeague, 48, was speaking 
following his latest visit to the Milton 
landfill site, where police believe the re¬ 
mains of the 21-year-old lay amid thou¬ 
sands of tons of rubbish. 

Mr McKeague remains convinced that 
the landfill site is where the team of po¬ 
lice volunteers, who have been working 
through all weathers for 17 weeks, will 
finally uncover Corrie’s remains. 

But in a statement on his Facebook 
page, Mr McKeague admitted that since 
his son went missing in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds last September, he and his wife 
Trisha have seen “the very best and 
worst in people.” 

“You know something, it’s true what 
they say: You find out a lot about people 
when tragedy strikes,” he said. “And over 
the past nine horrific months Trisha and 
I have seen the very best in people and 
the absolute worst in people. 

“But Trisha and I both know that when 
this is all over, when all of our com¬ 


bined efforts have finally brought Corrie 
home, the truth about everything that’s 
happened here will all come out. 

“I will not let my son’s name continue 
to be tied to the lies and deceit that have 
accompanied this investigation in the 
mainstream and social media once this 
has come to an end.” 

For the father it has been a “living hell” 
waiting for news of the discovery of his 
son’s final resting place, but he knows 
one day the full extent of his ordeal will 
be revealed. 

Until then he can only hope his son’s 
remains will be found, and with it the 
closure he and his family so desperately 
long for. 

Mr McKeague continued: “Now we are 
only waiting for that moment to arrive, 
even as 5,350 tons of rubbish have now 
been dug and hoisted and raked through 
at the landfill site over the last 17 weeks. 

“As last week’s baking, broiling heat 
has turned into gale force rains that 
have altered the landfill’s landscape into 
a slick and dangerous toil, the ground 
is now an ankle-deep muddy trudge, 
where even the machinery is struggling 
to cope. 

“Yet the teams continue to meet their 
80 to 90 tons per day pace of ‘moving 
heaven and earth’, just as they met that 
higher figure on Wednesday during my 


17th visit to the site. 

“Do we think they are getting close 
to finding my son? The type of rubbish 
that’s being found where they have now 
focused their efforts suggests they are. 
But I have no crystal ball. Only hope.” 

He continues to take comfort in the 
strength of the Suffolk and Norfolk Po¬ 
lice volunteers, whom he describes as 
embodying the “best” of human nature. 

But Mr McKeague admits he’s also had 
to confront the “absolute worst in some 
people - the types of behaviour that 
would have been unimaginable to me in 
any other circumstances”. 

Speaking on social media he said: 
“Everyone involved has done everything 
in their power to try and find my son. 
There are simply too many names to 
thank.... We’re completely humbled by 
it. They are the best of people, lust like 
all of you are. 

“And anyone who questions that, has 
simply not stood where Trisha and I 
have stood, spoken with the people who 
are making this incredible effort and 
seen first-hand what we have seen.” 

Meanwhile Corrie’s girlfriend, April 
Oliver, revealed she had given birth to 
their baby girl. On Father’s Day she post¬ 
ed a picture of her cradling the newborn, 
who has been named Ellie-Fouise.

Bringing 

the Avatar 


world to life 


DAVID BENTLEY takes a trip that is, quite 
literally, out of this world - to sci-fi planet Pandora 


T AKING a trip to the world in 
James Cameron's Avatar 
blockbuster would normally 
be quite a challenge. 

Not only because it's 4.4 
light years from Earth - that's 25 
trillion miles - but also because it's a 
fictional creation of the filmmaker 
and his visual effects team. 

But now Disney's magic and 
Cameron's imagination have come 
together to bring the impossible to 
life. 

The result is Pandora - The World 
of Avatar, a brand new attraction at 
Disney's Animal Kingdom Theme 
Park, part of the Walt Disney World 
Resort in Florida. 

We were invited to be among the 
first to see this new £400 million 
experience based on the alien moon 
in the 2009 movie. 

Disney licensed the theme park 
rights from Cameron and 20th 
Century Fox in 2011 and began 
construction in January 2014 on a 
site then occupied by Camp 
Minnie-Mickey. 

At the grand unveiling, Cameron 
appeared with the Avatar cast, 
telling us: "I never thought I'd see 
the day when the Pandora I 
imagined could be made physically 
real. Working with Disney to bring 
this world to life has been an 
amazing experience. It really feels 
like you're stepping into a dream.'' 

Then it was time to see it for 
ourselves. The 12-acre site has lush 
gardens where cleverly crafted 
Pandoran plants mingle with 
familiar earthly flora. 

There’s a rainforest chorus of 
chirrups and cries and the Floating 
Mountains of the movie loom 
incredibly before your eyes, clad in 
jungle flora and laced with tumbling 
waterfalls. 

Fantasy and reality merge, the real 
and the artificial co-exist - it’s all 
part of an immersive adventure. 

Officials stationed around the 
gardens stay in character as 
scientists who now live on Pandora 
and can tell you all about the 
landscape and its wildlife. 

In the movie, human visitors to 
Pandora are each linked to their own 
avatar - an artificial body grown in a 
tank to resemble one of the native 
people, the 10ft tall, blue-skinned 


There are aquatic slides and rides, a 
'lazy river’ to drift along on an inner 
tube and the fun of the wave pool. 
But you can just sunbathe on the 
sand or sip cocktails in a cabana if 
you fancy a more relaxed day before 
enjoying more sparkle and specta¬ 
cle. 

Going on to Disney's Magic 
Kingdom, we sampled attractions 
such as Haunted Mansion, Pirates of 
the Caribbean (the river boat ride 
that inspired the film franchise) and 
the rollercoasters Seven Dwarfs 
Mine Train and Big Thunder 
Mountain. 

Buzz Lightyear’s Space Ranger 
Spin unleashes your inner child in a 
shooting-gallery game where you 
score points using a laser cannon, 
and Mickey’s PhilharMagic is a 
12-minute 4D movie show with 
eye-popping animated visuals 
leaping right out into the audience. 

No visit to the Magic Kingdom 
would be complete without posing 
for a photo at Cinderella's Castle, the 
legendary landmark of the Disney 
company. We returned at night to 
see Happily Ever After, a show 
featuring fireworks, projections and 
an audio-visual medley of Disney 
cartoon classics including The Little 
Mermaid, The Lion King, Frozen and 
many more. 

It delivered the perfect grand 
finale for a day out. But there's 
plenty more excitement to be 
discovered. The next day we were off 
to Disney's Hollywood Studios, once 
a film and TV production studio but 
now a full-blown theme park. 

Some rides - Rock N Roller 
Coaster Starring Aerosmith and 
Twilight Zone Tower of Terror - offer 


Na'vi. They are then able to ride 
dragon-like flying creatures known 
as banshees. 

This idea is central to the attrac¬ 
tion's thrill ride, Flight of Passage. To 
go on it, we went inside one of the 
mountains, strolled past a lab 
showcasing the bizarre science of 
Pandora and were then matched 
with our own avatars. 

We mounted our seats and put on 
3D glasses. And then we were off, 
flying on our very own banshee. The 
motion simulator ride plummeted, 
swooped, swerved and soared 
across the Pandoran landscape of 
dense jungle, deep canyons, rocky 
shores and glowing caves. 

Heart-racing moments with 
colossal sea-beasts and a giant wave 
may give some glimpse of what 
Cameron has in store in the 
first of his Avatar sequels, 
due in 2020, where he 
has promised to explore 
the oceans of this 
world. 

Wind and spray on 
your face, the smells of 
earth and sea, and the 
sensation of the ban¬ 
shee's breathing between 
your knees all help to create 
what must be Disney's best 
ride yet. 

It's not dissimilar to Star Wars: The 
Adventures Continue, a 3D ride at 
Disney’s Hollywood Studios, but 
Flight of Passage is more surprising, 
like your very first trip to a spectacu¬ 
lar new planet, as well as more 
cutting edge. 

Intense, exhilarating and beauti¬ 
fully detailed, it’s a technological 
feat as well as a visual feast. 

Pandora's other ride is the far 
gentler Na'vi River Journey, a boat 
trip through a cave where you see 
bioluminescent plants and animals 
lit up in the dark and meet the 


Shaman of Songs, a Na'vi high 
priestess who is Disney's most 
advanced animatronic to date. 

The whole attraction can be 
experienced at night, when you can 
stroll through the luminous 
landscape or get the adrenalin 
racing again with another go on the 
Flight of Passage. A gift shop, 
restaurant and drinks kiosk can also 
be found on the Pandora site. 

There's ample chance for repeat 
rides as the attraction is open from 
8am to 11pm. For those staying at 
select Disney hotels, it's accessible 
as late as lam until July 4. 

Going there early or late is 
an ideal way to avoid 
queues and there's also a 
FastPass+ service which 
enables you to book a 
slot way in advance. 

After a day or more at 
Pandora, you might 
need to come back to 
Earth for a breather - but 
the experience may still be 
exotic. 

We were staying at 
Disney's Animal Kingdom Lodge, a 
safari-themed hotel with its own 
pool, gift shop, restaurant, children's 
clubhouse (where you can leave the 
kids supervised for the evening) and 
more than 30 species of African 
wildlife wandering the grounds. 

From my balcony, I had a close 
view of giraffes, zebras, ostriches, 
antelope - and some red river hogs 
foraging in the ground after a 
tropical downpour. 

We made our own splash at 
Typhoon Lagoon, a Disney water 
park that actor Alan Cumming hired 
for his 50th birthday bash in 2015.

KIA: Stonic will rival Juke and Captur 


KIA may be coming a bit late to the fast¬ 
growing compact SUV sector but once the 
front-wheel-drive Stonic arrives in the UK 
in October it is expected to become one of 
the Korean car maker's top-selling models. 

Unveiled this week this five-door, 
five-seater compact SUV, based on Kia's 
current Rio platform, is likely to be priced 
between £14,500 and £15,000, smack 
bang up against the established rival pair 
of the Nissan Juke and Renault Captur. 

The Stonic will be powered with a choice 
of three current Kia petrol engines - the 
1.0-litre 118bhp three-cylinder plus the 
1.25-litre and 1.4-litre - while a 1.6-litre 
diesel engine will be added later. 

Kia's UK boss Paul Philpott says the 
Stonic will prove to be "both one of our 
biggest selling cars and also our biggest 
new car to attract conquest sales". 

He went on: "The B segment is the 
fastest growing in the business and we are 
so pleased to be able to now compete in it 
for the first time with a model that's really 
different in our view from the opposition." 


Calls for diesel 
scrappage grow 


A round two-thirds of uk 
road users would support a 
scrappage scheme for older 
diesel cars, vans and lorries in an 
effort to get the worst polluting 
vehicles off our roads, according to 
a survey by I AM RoadSmart. 

Research by the independent 
road safety charity asked 
respondents to rate the various 
options put forward in the 
Government's recent nitrogen 
dioxide consultation but found 
that only three per cent of 
respondents are confident that 
the proposed measures solve the 
problem quickly. 

Some 64 per cent of those 
surveyed said they supported 
a diesel scrappage scheme, 
compared to 27 per cent who 
didn't. Most wanted any scheme 
to apply to cars over eight years 
old. 

More than 1,400 people across 
the UK including members and 
non-members took part in the 
survey, which was conducted 
earlier this month.

Some 83 per cent of those 
surveyed by 1AM RoadSmart 
agreed with the government's view 
retro-fitting buses, coaches, HGVs, 
vans and black cabs with new 
equipment should be the priority. 

However those surveyed felt the 
driver as an individual also has a 
responsibility to drive in a more 


eco-friendly manner. Some 75 
per cent agreed that encouraging 
drivers to change their driving 
behaviour should play a part in the 
government's approach to tackling 
air quality. 

UK drivers appear to have been 
influenced by the "dieselgate" 
scandal as 67 per cent of them 
either mistrust or strongly mistrust 
car makers to sell cars that will 
match consumer expectations for 
environmental performance. 

Sarah Sillars, 1AM RoadSmart 
chief executive officer, said: "It 
is clear to me that the public at 
large feel the Government needs 
to be decisive and proactive when 
it comes to making our air quality 
better. They see strong government 
direction as key to making sure it 
happens. 

"It is however clear that the car 
manufacturers have some way to 
go to rebuild trust with the public - 
it would seem that only when their 
environmental claims more closely 
match real world performance that 
the trust will be on the increase."

It all fell into place, says delighted Sims 


ALEXANDER Sims felt everything 
clicked into place as he claimed 
his first sports car victory in North 
America. 

The West Wratting racer (pictured 
right and main picture) and his BMW 
Team RLL colleague Bill Auberlen 
claimed the top step on the podium 
in the IMSA WeatherTech SportsCar 
Championship Sahlen's Six Hours 
of the Glen in their #25 BMW M6 
GTLM. 

Sims set a fastest lap time of 1 min 
42.813sec during qualifying to 
secure second place on the grid at the 
New York circuit, and he was quick off 
the line when the race got under way. 


Auberlen was then caught in a five- 
car battle in the middle stages and 
slipped back to fourth, but an incident 
for a Porsche up ahead brought out a 
yellow flag and he regained the lead 
when the race restarted on lap 107. 

The #24 sister BMW car passed 
them for first place on the next lap 
and it stayed that way until the next 
pit stops, with Sims taking over to re¬ 
join the race in seventh. 

That improved to sixth and then 
second, before a final caution 
period helped the team's fuel 
strategy and Sims was able to take the 
lead and charge to the line. 

"We really earned this win," said 


Sims. "It was such a close race with 
an incredible field of drivers and cars. 
I think it makes it even more special 
knowing the quality of the field when 
you get a result like this. 

"We've tested at Watkins 
Glen before and that helped 
me find my feet - I really 
love this place. I felt very 
comfortable coming into this 
weekend and knew we had a 
good package. 

"The race threw up some 
unique challenges and we had to 
deal with tyre and fuel management, 
so that last yellow flag was important 
and made sure we got to the end. 



"Everything fell into place and 
BMW Team RLL did a fantastic job. 
They really nailed the M6 set-up this 
weekend. 

"I think we've built 
momentum throughout the 
season and we have the 
car working really well, so 
we've got to keep on doing 
our job, having flawless 
races and hoping that 
things swing our way. 

"In such a competitive field 
like this you need to maintain 
your momentum, but you also need 
luck on your side. So, fingers crossed, 
this continues for us."

Bruised Paffett 
survives smash 


GARY Paffett was relieved to 
escape with just bruises after a 
second-race crash in the latest 
DTM round in Germany. 

The Haverhill driver, in his 
Mercedes-AMG C63, collided 
with Audi's Mike Rockenfeller 
after slightly tangling with Jamie 
Green's Audi on the approach 
to turn one on the 34th lap of 
the second race at Nuremberg's 
Norisring.

"Ill 
be back fighting in Moscow. 

"I feel for Mike, who has come 
out of this the worst. Please keep 
him motivated and we all wish 
him a speedy recovery. I would 
also like to thank the medical 
teams at the track and the 
Nuremberg hospital who took 
great care of us." 

Paffett was 10th in the 
opening race and is seventh in 
the standings after four of the 
nine rounds.
